A Grayling woman who has placed over 
a dozen foreign exchange students in 
schools to study with local youth was 
recently recognized for being at the top of 
her field. 

Laura Schans was recognized as the U.S. 
Area Representative of the Year for the 
Cultural Academic Student Exchange 
(CASE) Program during a trip to Buenos 
Aires, Argentina in November. 

Schans was hired to serve as CASE area 
representative in April 2009. Her first stu- 
dent, Andy Divella from Ecuador, was 
placed in the home of Michele and Jeff 
Steffey and family. 

But Schans’ involvement with foreign 
exchange students goes much farther back. 
For !8 years, the Schans family lived next 
to Mike Shearer, who has hosted 29 foreign 
exchange students in his home. 

“J met many, many wonderful young 
people from living next to Mike,’ Schans 
said. “It's really enjoyable working with the 
young teens and finding out that even 
though they are from across the big pond - 
which ever one that is - all the parents are 
the same and the teens are the same.” 

Schans recruited 14 students for the 
2010-11 school year. Most of students are 
attending Grayling High School, while 
another student is enroiled at the Gaylord 
High School. 

School districts receive funding to host 
the students and families are asked to pro- 
vide a warm, loving environment to the stu- 
dents and apply the same rules and curfews 
their children must adhere to following. In 
return, the families learn each other’s cus- 
toms and cultures.

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LOGGING SLED READY TO RETURN TO 
CRAWFORD COUNTY HISTORICAL MUSEUM

While youngsters are readying their 
sleds, sleighs and toboggans for the winter 
season, a sled used during Grayling’s turn 
of the century lumbering boom will be back 
on display after Old Man Winter is finishing 
walloping the area. 

Earlier this year, the refurbishing of an 
1800’s era logging sled found submerged in 
the sand in Lake Margrethe 22 years ago 
was completed. 

Back in 1988, Police officers Tim Coe 
and Bob Butzin were engaged in a dive 
team practice exercise when they found the 
logging sled. The sleds were used to trans- 
port logs across the ice to a train located on 
the other side of the lake. 

Coe cleared about a square foot of sand 
away from the submerged object and con- 
firmed it was a sled by fecling the runners 
underneath. He marked the area with a sub- 
merged buoy, recorded coordinates of the 
location since there were no GPS units at 
the time and drew a sketch of the sled. 

“It was the most exciting thing | have 
ever found on a dive since it was something 
that was so historical and in such good 
shape,” Coe said. 

Over the course of several dives, the offi- 
cers and the Crawford County Sheriff's 
Department’s Dive Team was able to 
uncover the sled. With permission from the 
Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources, the sled was removed from the 


waters of Lake Margrethe using special 
equipment to bring it to the surface and to 
shore. 

“It was kind of a coordinated effort on the 
part of a lot of people,” Coe said. 

Because the sled was found in a part of 
the lake under State of Michigan owner- 
ship, 11 went to the Hartwick Pines State 
Park for display. 

The sled was later donated to the 
Crawford County Historical Museum in 
1999, 

A double whammy of time and weather 
did its damage to the wooden sled to where 
it became a safety hazard in the museum 
courtyard, 

Rich Silova, Bret Black, Allen Dickie, 
Mike Arwood, Travis Roberts Justin 
Wethington and Jessic Cde Baca from the 
Grayling Firefighter’s Association disman- 
tled the sled for the museum in 2007. 

Joe Duran, the building and zoning direc- 
tor for Crawford County, volunteered his 
time to rebuild and refurbish the sled. 

Initially, Duran estimated it would take a 
year to refurbish the sled along with the 
help of other volunteers. But because of 
busy schedules on the part of many 
involved, the task turned into a three-year 
effort. 

Duran, a building contractor, has a wood- 
working shop and small sawmill on his 
property. He was astonished by the crafts- 
manship that went into building the logging

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WINDING UP her eight years 
in Michigan’s top elective office, 
Gov. Jennifer Granholm is pre- 
dictably upbeat. 

She broke pioneer ground as 
Michigan’s first female governor; 
chances are pretty good she won’t 
be the last. 

“This has been the greatest priv- 
ilege, the greatest job I have ever 
or will ever have, especially 
because I have served at a time of 
enormous challenge, when your 
decisions have the — greatest 
impact,” she said in one of several 
farewell resumes appearing in sev- 
eral Michigan newspapers recent- 
ly. 

She’s absolutely correct about 
her eight years “of enormous chal- 
lenge,” centering on the continuing 
economic and employment crises 
which plagued most of her tenure 
as governor, and which still are far 
from settled. 

It’s unfair, however, to judge her 
conduct in office as she leaves it. 
Some of her actions as governor 
could have continuing effect on 
Michigan citizens, so the final 


judgment on Ms. Granholm’s per- 
formance as governor is unclear 
now.

Rating Granholm as governor must wait 


MICHIGAN NEEDS new jobs, 
and Gov. Granhofm devoted much 
attention to broadening 
Michigan’s employment base for 
the future. 

She has traveled the world try- 
ing to pull new jobs and new job 
makers from around the globe into 
Michigan to shore up our dwin- 
dling auto manufacturing base. 
Will these attempts bear lasting 
fruit? 

The federal bailout to rescue 
Gencral Motors and Chrysler from 
the brink of complete collapse 
may not have been possible with- 
out Gov. Granholm’s strong and 
effective advocacy in Washington, 
including close ties with the White 
House. Will the rescue of the two 
Michigan auto giants endure? 

She has championed tax incen- 
lives and start-up capital for job- 
creating ventures, especially in 
science and technology so much 
so that one editor’s critical review 
opined that the Michigan business 
climate under Gov. Granholm 
“requires almost every new job 
created to be subsidized by state 
and local tax breaks.” Will the 
investments justify the results? 

Check back in about 10 years 
for a more accurate appraisal of 


the Granholm tenure in shoring up 
Michigan’s employment bases. 
* * * 

MORE BAD news plagued Gov. 
Granholm’s years in office. Tax 
revenues were in free fall, and 
governments at all levels felt con- 
tinuing and deepening dollar pain. 

Gelling government income and 
outgo to come out even has been a 
constant struggle. Only two 
answers are possible. One is to 
increase income. The second is to 
reduce outgo. The result is usually 
a mesh between the two. 

In my opinion, one of Gov. 
Granholm’s greatest shortcomings 
as governor has been failure to 
bring reasonable compromises and 
improvements through the legisla- 
tive process of building a state 
budget. 

The governor’s job is to propose 
a budget, covering both spending 
and taxing. She has done that each 
year. 

The job of the legislature is to 
review and adopt the budget. 
Compromise between the adminis- 
tration and legislature often is 
needed to reach the final product. 

The governor, elected by a 
majority of all the people, should 
have the upper hand in this 


process, but Gov. Granholm never 
managed to command a budget sit- 
uation, 

As a Democrat, the governor 
held a partisan majority in the state 
House, but couldn’t count on com- 
plete support for her budget pro- 
posals. 

The state Senate was another 
matter, where Republicans hold a 
23-15 majority. Lt. Gov. John 
Cherry, Democrat, is the presiding 
officer, but the real power in the 
senate has been held by 
Republican Sen. Mike Bishop as 
majority party leader. 

* % * 

IN ALL THE battles for the 
annual budget and other legistative 
programs, Gov. Granholm has 
been only one part of an equally- 
weighted triumvirate of leader- 
ship, with Speaker Andy Dillon, 
another Democrat but a rather 
tepid one most of the time, and the 
heavy-handed, hold the line Sen. 
Bishop, speaking for 23 
Republican senators, and in most 
cases, not only holding the trump 
card but playing it with extreme 
effect. 

How did the office of governor 
become on the same level and fre- 
quently not as effective as a single 


state senator? 

One reason, of course, is the 
growth of extreme partisanship 
that has bedeviled American poli- 
{ics increasingly in recent years, 
where Republicans consider any- 
thing coming from a Democrat as 
bad, and vice versa. 

This deadening exhibition of 
extremist partisanship is on dis- 
play in Washington right now as 
Congress and the President battle 
the calendar before the present 
congress dies. 

The infection has engulfed Gov. 
Granholm — and her Republican 
counterparts — during most of her 
time in office, too. It often makes 


-progress very difficult, and nearly 


impossible. 

Gov. Granholm somehow ceded 
the natural advantage of “the bully 
pulpit” of the governor’s office, 
and in pursuit of the day to day 
operations of state government, 
never got it back. 

Her effectiveness as a molder of 
legislation can be judged right 
now. It wasn’t good.

“Smoke alarms and fire 
extinguishers may not be 
exciting gifts to give, but 
these inexpensive gifts can 
provide a peace of mind 
that is priceless,’ said 
State Fire Marshal Ronald 
R. Farr. “So if you are 
looking for practical holi- 
day gifts, consider items 
that will protect your loved 
ones from fire this holiday 
season and throughout the 
year,” 

Facts and figures to con- 
sider for seasonal safety: 

December, January and 
February are the deadliest 
months for fires. 

The top 10 days for 
home fires in recent years 
were between Dec. 24 and 
Jan. 6, 

Cooking and heating are 
the leading causes of home 


fires in the months of 
December through 
February. 


Candle fires have nearly 
tripled in the past decade. 
Nearly twice as many 
home candle fires occur in 
December than any other 
month, perhaps because of 
holiday decorations and 
seasonal celebrations. 

Farr said that although 
traditional, — fire-burning 
candics are commonly 
given as gifts, a much safer 
alternative would be to 
give battery powered can- 
dies. Many types and 
styles are on the market 
that emit a comforting 
glow and can be even be 
found in various scents. 

When purchasing life- 
saving gifts, be sure to look 
for the Underwriter's 


Laboratories (UL) label. 
The UL label means the 
device has passed certain 
safety tests. 

Here are suggested gift 
items from the National 
Fire Protection Association 
(NFPA): 

Carbon monoxide detec- 
tors to alert loved ones of a 
silent killer, carbon 
monoxide. Carbon monox- 
ide is a colorless, odorless 
gas formed when fuels- 
such as natural gas, oil and 
wood burn incompletely. 
While a carbon monoxide 
detector won’t help keep 
your loved ones safe from 
fire, it’s something you 
should consider for home 
safety. 

Smoke alarms are one of 
the best fire-safety items 
for the home. Seventy per- 
cent of all home fire fatali- 
ties occur in homes where 
there are no smoke alarms 
or no working smoke 
alarms. Consider smoke 
alarms for everyone on 
your list. Smoke alarms for 
people who are deaf or 
hard of hearing include 
strobe lights, high decibels 
and/or vibration. = All 
smoke alarms should be 
replaced after 10 years. 

Flashlights prevent fires 
by using flashlights instead 
of candles during power 
outages. 

Sturdy candleholders 
help prevent tip-over when 
candles are lit. Lantern- 
style candle holders can 
reduce the likelihood of 
something coming in con- 
tact with a candle flame, 

A secure fireplace screen 
keeps embers out of the 
room. 

Long fireplace matches 
prevents burns. 

Gift certificates for 
clean-up services to 
remove fire-prone clutter 


from basements, attics or 
yards; or for chimney 
sweeps to prevent creosote 
build-up that can cause 
chimney fires. 

A bathrobe with tight- 
fitting sleeves that won't 
touch stove burners while 
cooking. 

Down or synthetic com- 
forters, flanne! sheets or 
flannel pajamas to keep a 
loved one warm, and to 
reduce the need for space 


heaters, particularly at 
night. Generally, space 
heaters (fixed and 


portable) are involved in 
two-thirds of home heating 
fire deaths. 

Large, deep, non-tip ash- 
trays to help prevent smok- 
ing materials from igniting 
materials nearby. 

Portable fire extinguish- 
ers with safety tips on how 
to use them. Make sure the 
recipient reads and under- 
stands the instructions 
before having to use them. 
A multi-purpose and dry- 
chemical type is recom- 
mended. 

Fireproof oven mitts for 
stove or barbecue grill to 
help prevent burns. 

Large house numbers to 
help firefighters locate a 
home at night quickly dur- 
ing an emergency. 

Batteries for smoke 
alarms and flashlights.

“Let love be without 
dissimulation (or hypocrisy) . 
Abhor ( or hate) that which is 
evil; cleave (or be glued) to that 
which is good.” In Romans 
12:10 God's love is described as 
humble, not haughty. “Be kind- 
ly affectioned one to another 
with brotherly love; in honour 
preferring one another.” 

First, God’s humble love is 
revealed as “kindly affectioned 
one to another....” “Kindly 
affectioned” is translated from a 
Greek word which speaks of 
natural family or kindred affec- 
tion. | Peter 1:22 gives an 
excellent commentary on_ this 
verse: “Seeing ye have purified 
your souls in obeying the truth 
through =the = Spirit unto 
unfeigned love of the brethren, 
see that ye love one another 
with a pure heart fervently.” 1 
John 3:14,15 reminds us of the 
importance God places on this 
love: “We know that we have 
passed from death unto life, 
because we love the brethren. 
He that loveth not his brother 
abideth in death. Whosoever 
hateth his brother is a murderer: 
and ye know that no murderer 
hath eternal life abiding in him.”

Finally, we were able to 
speak with Shirley 
(Sanders), who interrupted a 
shopping trip with her 
daughter to open to Grayling 
Hospital for Animals.

sled, which officials esti- 
mated to be over 100 years- 
old based on similar sleds 
on display at the Hartwick 
Pines State Park. 

“You can't help but be 
amazed about the amount of 
effort that went into build- 
ing this thing,” he said. 

Duran said it took days to 
loosen the bolts and metal 
fixtures that held the sled 
together. 

Two 20-inch by [2-inch 
oak beams make up the 
main frame of the sled. One 
of the beams came from a 
tree harvested from 
Grayling Fire Chief Russ 
Strophaul Jr’s property. 
Another beam came from a 
sawmill owned and operat- 


ed by Grayling — Fire 
Department Capt. Steve 
Eddy. 


“That made it fun for me 
because | love working with 
wood,” Duran said. “We did 
a lot of work this year and 
that was huge.” 


Duran ordered = special 
equipment through 


McLean's Ace Hardware to 
drill holes in the sled and 
wire brush and preserve the 
metal fixtures. 

“[ thought [ pretty much 
had everything,” Duran said 
as far as his collection of 
tools.
